Because  of  the  popularity  of  Sweet  Peas  last  year,!  am  offering  them  again. 
The  list  of  varieties  this  year  are  a  better  selection  than  last. The  stems  are 
longer, the  colors  are  brighter  and  they  will  bloom  longer. You  will  have  more 
enjoyment  because  of  these  facts.  Whether  you  purchased  or  not  last  year  you 
will  surely  want  some  this  year.  The  list  follows)

The  plants  are  in  three  inch  pots  with  three  in  a  pot. This  way  they  are 
easily  transplanted. Almost  any  good  garden  soil  will  do. It  is  wise  however  to  make 
some  preparation, for  satisfactory  results. Dig  a  trench  two  feet  wide  and  twelve 
to  eighteen  inches  deep. In  replacing  the  soil, incorporate  plenty  of  humus, 
especially  well  rotted  manure  and  add  a  little  lime.  Mix  as  you  refill  the  trench 
Pack  soil  down  well  to  prevent  and  air  pockets. When  you  set  the  plants  be  sure 
they  aregood  and  firm  for  the  same  reason. Be  careful  not  to  break  the  roots. 

Plant  contents  of  each  pot  12-15  "  apart. Then  be  sure  that  they  get  plenty  of  water 
as  that  is  very  important.  Spray  with  nicotine  solution  if  aphids  appear. 

Place  a  support  before  plants  are  set  so  they  can  start  right  in  climbing. 

The  plants  will  bo  ready  the  latter  part  of  april  or  first  of  May  .Remember 
the  earlier  the  start, the  better  tho  plants  grow  and  produce.
